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NewsBreak: Russia, US close 
on Iran ‘snap-back’ sanctions

VIENNA (AP) — Moscow 
and Washington are close 
to agreement on a for¬ 
mula that bridges differ¬ 
ences over U.S. demands 
to quickly re-impose U.N. 
sanctions on Iran if Tehran 
violates its commitments 
under a nuclear deal, of¬ 
ficials told The Associated 
Press Tuesday. 

Such an understanding 
would resolve a U.S.-Rus- 
sian dispute that threat¬ 
ened to scuttle an agree¬ 
ment meant to impose 
long term cuts on Iran’s 
nuclear programs in ex¬ 
change for sanctions re¬ 
lief. 

Washington sees a “snap- 
back” mechanism that 
allows previously lifted 
sanctions to be quickly re¬ 
instated as a cornerstone 
of any deal. Ben Rhodes, 
U.S. President Barack 
Obama’s deputy national 
security adviser, told re¬ 
porters last week that such 
a concept remained "the 
basic premise of our ap¬ 
proach to sanctions.” 

But Russia opposes any 
automatic triggers. 

A permanent member of 
the U.N. Security Council, 
it has vetoed attempts by 


the U.S. and other West¬ 
ern council members to 
introduce such measures 
on other issues in the past. 
Opposed to such a prec¬ 
edent, it also rejects such 
a mechanism as part of 
the Iran nuclear deal now 
being worked on. 

The two officials demand¬ 
ed anonymity because 
they were not allowed to 
discuss the confidential 
negotiations. They de¬ 
clined to go into details on 
the eve of a new round of 
Iran-six power talks on the 
expert level in Vienna and 
ahead of a June deadline 
for a deal. 

But comments by France’s 
ambassador to Washing¬ 
ton Tuesday hinted at the 
possible compromise be¬ 
ing worked on. 

Gerard Araud said no 
structure was yet in place 
for snapping back sanc¬ 
tions but the basic prem¬ 
ise would entail a majority 
vote of the five permanent 
Security Council members 
— the U.S., Russia, China, 
Britain and France. 

That would be at vari¬ 
ance with the usual rule 
of consensus. Still, it could 
ease Russian and Chinese 
opposition to the "snap- 
back" principleQ

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

President Barack Obama 
called on the Senate 
Tuesday to extend key 


Patriot Act provisions be¬ 
fore they expire five days 
from now, including the 
government's ability to 
search Americans' phone 
records. 


“This needs to get done,” 
he told reporters in the 
Oval Office. “It’s neces¬ 
sary to keep the American 
people safe and secure.” 
But with the May 31 dead¬ 
line approaching, there 
was scant evidence of a 
search for a deal on Capi¬ 
tol Hill on Tuesday. The 
House and Senate stood 
in recess for the week, 
and a House Republican 
leadership aide said there 
were no talks happening 
between the two cham¬ 
bers. The aide spoke on 
condition of anonymity 
because the aide was not 
authorized to discuss the 
issue on the record. 

The Senate adjourned for 
its recess early Saturday 
after a chaotic late-night 
session during which sena¬ 
tors failed to pass a White 
House-backed House bill 


reforming the phone col¬ 
lection program. Attempts 
by Republican GOP lead¬ 
ers to extend current 
law also fell short, amid 
objections and stalling 
techniques by presiden¬ 
tial candidate Sen. Rand 
Paul, and others. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell is calling 
the Senate back into ses¬ 
sion on Sunday, May 31, 
just hours before the mid¬ 
night deadline, but it’s not 
clear lawmakers will have 
any new solution. And 
with the House bill, which 
passed by a wide bipar¬ 
tisan margin, just a few 
votes short in the Senate, 
House Republicans ap¬ 
pear content to hold off 
on a search for compro¬ 
mise in hopes that pres¬ 
sure will increase on Mc¬ 
Connell to accept their bill 


or see the Patriot Act pro¬ 
grams lapse. 

“The Senate did not act 
and the problem we have 
now is that those authori¬ 
ties run out at midnight 
Sunday. I strongly urge the 
Senate to work through 
this recess to make sure 
they identify a way to get 
things done," Obama 
said after meeting with 
NATO Secretary-General 
Jens Stoltenberg. Obama 
noted that the contro¬ 
versial bulk phone col¬ 
lections program, which 
was exposed by National 
Security Agency contrac¬ 
tor Edward Snowden, is 
reformed in the House bill, 
which does away with it 
and instead gives phone 
companies the responsi¬ 
bility of maintaining phone 
records that the govern¬ 
ment can search. □ 













Vermont’s Sanders Kicks Off 2016 Bid From Clinton’s Left

BURLINGTON, Vermont (AP) 

— Vermont Sen. Bernie 
Sanders vowed Tuesday to 
make income inequality, 
a campaign finance over¬ 
haul and climate change 
his leading issues as he 
takes on Hillary Rodham 
Clinton for the Democratic 
nomination. 

Sanders kicked off his long- 
shot presidential campaign 
with a pitch to liberals in 
the Democratic Party and 
others who want change 
from a “rigged economy" 
that favors the rich. 

“This type of rigged econ¬ 
omy is not what America is 
supposed to be about,” the 
self-described democratic 
socialist said in remarks 
prepared for his rally. The 


event came several weeks 
after Sanders announced 
his candidacy — this time, 
the plan was to hand out 
free ice cream before his 
crowd of supporters. 

He says there is “something 
profoundly wrong” when 
so much of the nation's 
income goes to the top 1 
percent of all earners. 
Sanders is trying to ignite a 
grassroots fire among left¬ 
leaning Democrats wary 
of Clinton — a group that 
pined for months for Mas¬ 
sachusetts Sen. Elizabeth 
Warren to get in the race. 
Some still do. 

But while Warren remains 
committed to the Sen¬ 
ate, repeatedly saying she 
won't run for the White 
House, Sanders is laying out 
an agenda in step with the 
party’s progressive wing

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and Warren’s platform — 
reining in Wall Street banks, 
tackling college debt and 
creating a government- 
financed infrastructure jobs 
program. 

Clinton is in a commanding 
position by any measure, 
far in front of both Sand¬ 
ers and former Maryland 
Gov. Martin O'Malley, who 
is widely expected to get 
into the race Saturday. 


Sanders, an independent 
in the Senate who often 
votes with the Democrats, 
has raised more than $4 
million since announcing 
in late April that he would 
seek the party’s nomina¬ 
tion. He suggested in the 
interview that raising $50 
million for the primaries was 
a possibility. 

“That would be a goal,” he 
said. □ 


Yellen to skip Jackson Hole conference

turns out that being the 
first woman to head the 
Federal Reserve is not the 
only tradition Janet Yellen 
is breaking. 

The Fed says she plans on 
skipping this year's gather¬ 
ing of the world’s central 
bankers at Jackson Hole, 
Wyoming. 

In a statement, the Fed 
said Yellen will participate 
in the August policy sym¬ 
posium from time to time 


in future years as part her 
public speaking schedule. 
It did not say why she was 
skipping it this year. 

The faithful attendance of 
her three predecessors — 
Paul Volcker, Alan Greens¬ 
pan and Ben Bernanke 
— made the conference 
sponsored by Kansas City 
Federal Reserve Bank a 
widely sought invitation by 
central bank officials from 
around the globe. Kansas 
City Fed officials said they 
would have no comment 
on Yellen’s decision. □

tion's fourth-largest city. 
Meanwhile, the search 
went on for at least 13 
people who were still miss¬ 
ing, including a group that 
disappeared after a vaca¬ 
tion home was swept down 
the river and slammed into 
a bridge. 

Several more fatalities were 
reported — three in Hous¬ 
ton and one more in Cen¬ 
tral Texas. That brought to 
16 the number of people 
killed by the holiday week¬ 
end storms in Texas and 
Oklahoma. 

The water continued rising 
overnight as about 11 more 
inches (28 more centime¬ 
ters) of rain fell, much of it 
in a six-hour period. 

The floodwaters affected 
virtually every part of the 
city and paralyzed some 


areas. Firefighters carried 
out more than 500 water 
rescues, most involving 
stranded motorists. At least 
2,500 vehicles were aban¬ 
doned by drivers seeking 
higher ground, officials 
said. 

The flooding closed several 
highways, and the ones 
that stayed open became 
a gridlocked mess. 

A spokeswoman for the 
flood district of Harris Coun¬ 
ty, which includes Houston, 
said up to 700 homes sus¬ 
tained some level of dam¬ 
age. 

Officials in Hays County, 
southwest of Austin, said 
30 people who had been 
reported as missing were 
accounted for by mid-af¬ 
ternoon Tuesday .□

ND cops: US airman shoots 
Wal-Mart workers, kills self

A U.S. airman walked into 
a Wal-Mart Supercenter in 
North Dakota early Tues¬ 
day and opened fire with a 
handgun, killing one work¬ 
er and injuring a second 
before turning the gun on 
himself, police said. 

Grand Forks Police said the 
shooting that occurred a 
few minutes after 1 a.m. 
may have been random, 
with no link yet found be¬ 
tween Marcell Willis, 21, 
and either the store or the 
employees. 

“We’ve not been able to 
find any linkage to him 


and any of the victims. 
That’s not to say that can't 
change,” police Lt. Derik 
Zimmel said during an af¬ 
ternoon news conference. 
“There's no apparent mo¬ 
tive that jumps out at this 
time." 

Authorities did not immedi¬ 
ately identify the two work¬ 
ers who were shot or a third 
worker they say Willis shot 
at but missed. The injured 
person was hospitalized 
with a gunshot wound that 
was not believed to be life- 
threatening, Zimmel said. 
A hospital spokeswoman 
said the person was listed 
in “satisfactory condition”

CLEVELAND (AP) — Cleve¬ 
land agreed to overhaul 
its police department un¬ 
der the supervision of a 
federal monitor in a settle¬ 
ment announced Tuesday 
with the U.S. Department 
of Justice over a pattern of 
excessive force and other 
abuses by officers. 

The announcement comes 
three days after a white 
patrolman was acquitted 
of voluntary manslaughter 
charges in the shooting 
deaths of two unarmed 
black suspects in a 137- 



shot barrage of police gun¬ 
fire following a high-speed 
chase. The case helped 
prompt an 18-month inves¬ 
tigation by the Justice De¬ 
partment. 

In a report released in De¬ 
cember, the department 
required the city to work 
with community leaders 
and other officials to devise 
a plan to reform the police 
department. A judge must 
approve the plan, and an 
independent monitor will 
oversee it. 

The settlement calls for new 
use-of-force guidelines, a 
focus on community en¬ 
gagement, accountability 
reforms, training on bias- 
free policing and a mental 
health advisory commit¬ 
tee. The worst examples 
of excessive force in the 
Justice Department report 
involved patrol officers 
who endangered lives by 
shooting at suspects and 
cars, hit people over the 
head with guns and used 
stun guns on handcuffed 


suspects. 

The agency said supervi¬ 
sors encouraged some of 
the bad behavior and of¬ 
ten did little to investigate 
it. The department found 
that only six officers had 
been suspended for im¬ 
proper use of force over a 
three-year period. 

Two other high-profile po¬ 
lice-involved deaths still 
hang over the city: that of 
Tamir Rice, a 12-year-old 
black boy who was carry¬ 
ing a pellet gun at a play¬ 
ground when he was fa¬ 
tally shot by a white rookie 
patrolman Nov. 22, 2014, 
and that of 37-year-old 
Tanisha Anderson, a men¬ 
tally ill woman who died of 
positional asphyxiation af¬ 
ter officers took her to the 
ground and handcuffed 
her Nov. 12, 2014. 

The investigation was the 
second time in recent 
years the Justice Depart¬ 
ment has taken the Cleve¬ 
land police to task over 
the use of force. □ 


Appeals panel won’t lift hold 
on Obama immigration plan

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s 
plan to shield as many as 
5 million immigrants living 
in thell.S. from deportation 
remained on hold Tues¬ 
day after a federal ap¬ 
peals court panel refused 
to allow it to take effect 
immediately. Obama an¬ 
nounced an executive ac¬ 
tion in November seeking 
to expand a program that 
protects young immigrants 
from deportation if they 
were brought to the U.S. 
illegally as children. The 
order also would extend 
deportation protections to 


some parents of U.S. citi¬ 
zens and permanent resi¬ 
dents. Although Obama 
argued lack of action by 
Congress forced him to 
make sweeping changes 
on his own. Republicans 
blasted the plan as an ex¬ 
ecutive overreach. Twen¬ 
ty-six states have sued to 
stop it, and a federal judge 
based in Texas issued a pre¬ 
liminary injunction against 
it in February. 

The administration is ap¬ 
pealing that injunction and 
had asked a three-judge 
panel of the 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals to let the 
program proceed pending 
an argument on the merits,

Business investment climbs as factories thaw from winter

WASHINGTON (AP) — Or¬ 
ders to U.S. factories for 
long-lasting manufac¬ 
tured goods fell slightly in 
April. But a category that 
reflects business invest¬ 
ment climbed for a second 
month, a hopeful sign that 
this key sector is starting to 
revive. 

Total orders for durable 
goods slipped 0.5 percent 
from March, when orders 
had surged 5.1 percent, 
the Commerce Depart¬ 
ment reported Tuesday. 
The big swing was driven by 
changes in commercial air¬ 
craft, an extremely volatile 
category that had jumped 
in March but fell in April. 


Orders in the business in¬ 
vestment category rose 1 
percent in April after a 1.5 
percent increase in March. 
The gains followed a siz¬ 
able 5.1 percent fall in Feb¬ 
ruary. Business investment 
has been hurt by a stronger 
dollar sapping exports and 
cutbacks in the energy in¬ 
dustry. 

“The anticipated pick-up 
in the growth rate of busi¬ 
ness investment in equip¬ 
ment in the second quar¬ 
ter appears to be firmly on 
track," said Paul Ashworth, 
chief U.S. economist at 
Capital Economics. 

He said the solid gain in 
orders for business invest¬ 
ment indicated that the 
economy was starting to 


return to stronger growth 
following a severe winter 
in the Northeast at the be¬ 
ginning of the year and the 
West Coast port dispute, 
which disrupted supply 
chains. 

Demand for commercial 
aircraft had surged 40.7 
percent in March only to 
fall 4 percent in April. Or¬ 
ders for motor vehicles and 
parts rose a modest 0.3 
percent last month. Orders 
for durable goods exclud¬ 
ing transportation posted 
a 0.5 percent rise in the first 
back-to-back increase this 
year. 

Orders for primary met¬ 
als fell 2.1 percent in April, 
and orders for computers 
dropped 3.4 percent. □ 


US home prices rose at solid 
pace in March from year ago

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
home prices rose at a 
steady pace in March, 
pushed higher by a limited 
supply of houses for sale. 
The Standard & Poor's/ 
Case-Shiller 20-city home 
price index rose 5 percent 
in March from 12 months 
earlier, the S&P said 
Tuesday. Prices increased 
at the same pace in 
February. 

Home values are rising at 
a faster rate than incomes, 
potentially pricing many 
would-be buyers out of 
the market. Yet current 
increases have moderated 
from the double-digit gains 
of late 2013 and early last 
year. 

Higher prices have not 
yet convinced enough 
owners to list their homes 
for sale, which could limit 
purchases during the spring 
selling season. Would-be 


buyers have fewer homes 
to choose from, which has 
sparked bidding wars in 
many cities. The median 
home sold in just 39 days 
in April, according to the 
National Association of 
Realtors, compared with 52 
in March. 

The biggest increases 
were in San Francisco 
and Denver, where prices 
rose 10.3 percent and 
10 percent from a year 
ago, respectively. All 
20 cities recorded price 
gains from the previous 
year. Cleveland and 
Washington, D.C. saw the 
smallest gains, with prices 
up 1 percent in both cities. 
At the current pace of sales, 
the supply of homes would 
last just 5.3 months, below 
the six months that is typical 
in a balanced market. The 
number of homes for sale 
fell 0.9 percent in April from 
a year earlier, the Realtors’ 
group said last week.Q 
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Iraq begins operation to oust Islamic State from Anbar

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq 
vowed Tuesday to retake 
Anbar province — now 
mostly held by the Islamic 
State — by launching a 
large-scale military opera¬ 
tion less than two weeks 
after suffering a humiliating 
defeat at the hands of the 
extremists in the provincial 
capital of Ramadi. 

The operation, which Iraqi 
state TV said was backed 
by Shiite militias and Sunni 
pro-government fighters, is 
deemed critical in regain¬ 
ing momentum in the fight. 
But as a sandstorm de¬ 
scended across the re¬ 
gion, there was no sign of 
any major engagement 
against the extremists, who 
have been gaining ground 
in the province west of 


Baghdad despite U.S.-led 
airstrikes. 

A Pentagon spokesman. 
Col. Steve Warren, said 
Iraqi forces have begun 
“shaping operations” and 
“security zone interac¬ 
tions,” which he described 
as probing and reconnais¬ 
sance actions that would 
precede any major com¬ 
bat in or around Ramadi. 
The Iraqis have begun 
moving forward from their 
base at Habbaniyah, and 
IS fighters likewise are prob¬ 
ing in the direction of Hab¬ 
baniyah, Warren said. He 
added that he could not 
confirm that the Iraqi forces 
have surrounded Ramadi. 
The Islamic State — also 
known by the acronyms 
ISIS and ISIL, and Daesh in 
Arabic — seized large parts 
of Anbar in early 2014 and 


capfured Ramadi earlier 
in May. Iraqi forces, which 
had been making steady 
progress against the ex¬ 
tremists in recent months 
with the help of the air 
campaign, scored a major 
victory in recapturing Sad¬ 
dam Hussein’s hometown 
of Tikrit last month. 
Elsewhere in Anbar prov¬ 
ince, the Islamic State 
group last week captured 
the Iraqi side of the key al- 
Walid border crossing with 
Syria. Those gains followed 
the IS seizure of the ancient 
town of Palmyra in Syria. 
The launch of the opera¬ 
tion in Anbar came only 
days after U.S. officials, in¬ 
cluding Defense Secretary 
Ash Carter, criticized Iraq’s 
forces, saying its troops fled 
the IS advance on Ramadi 
without fighting back, leav¬ 
ing behind weapons and 
vehicles for the extremists. 
Baghdad defended its 
troops and said prepara¬ 
tions were underway for 
the large-scale counterof¬ 
fensive in Anbar, involv¬ 
ing Iranian-backed Shiite 


militias known as Popular 
Mobilization Units. That pos¬ 
sibility sparked fears of po¬ 
tential sectarian violence 
in the Sunni-dominated 
province, long the site of 
protests and criticism of 
the Shiite-led government 
in Baghdad. 

The Shiite militias chose 
a religious name for their 
campaign, deepening 
those worries and drawing 
criticism from the Penta¬ 
gon. The Popular Mobiliza¬ 
tion Units have named it 
“Labaik Ya Hussein," which 
is Arabic for “I am here, 
Hussein” — referring to a 
grandson of the Prophet 
Muhammad and one of 
the most revered figures of 
Shiite Islam. 

Warren called the title “un¬ 
helpful," adding: “We've 
long said ... the key to ex¬ 
pelling ISIL from Iraq is a 
unified Iraq that separates 
itself from sectarian di¬ 
vides.” 

Karim al-Nouri, a spokes¬ 
man for the Popular Mobili¬ 
zation Units, said the name 
wasn’t sectarian. 



“This name has no sectari¬ 
an dimension (or meaning) 
because all Iraqis, regard¬ 
less of their sect or religion, 
love Imam Hussein," al- 
Nouri said. 

A spokesman for Iraq’s Shi¬ 
ite militias said the opera¬ 
tion would “not last for a 
long time,” and that Iraqi 
forces have surrounded 
Ramadi on three sides. 
New weapons are being 
used in the battle “that 
will surprise the enemy," 
said Ahmed al-Assadi, 
who is also a member of 
parliamenf. He fold report¬ 
ers that another opera¬ 
tion was underway north 
of the nearby province of 
Salahuddin. Plans called 
for fhe forces in Salahud¬ 
din to move against Ra¬ 
madi from ifs norfheasfern 
side, al-Assadi added. The 
Anbar operafion aims fo 
cut off supply routes and 
recapture the outskirts of 
Ramadi first — not the city 
itself, according to provin¬ 
cial councilman Faleh al- 
Issawi and tribesman Rafie 
al-Fahdawi. □

PARIS (AP) — British Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
heads to continental Eu¬ 
rope this week on a cam¬ 
paign to curtail EU involve¬ 
ment in national affairs. 
France and Germany, 
meanwhile, want to move 
in the opposite direction. 
Which formula is more likely 


to ensure the EU's survival? 
That's the issue Cameron 
will face on his trip — and 
the existential question 
the EU is facing in the 
months to come. 

Cameron is visiting Den¬ 
mark, the Netherlands, 
France, Germany and Po¬ 
land as he launches his 
mission to scale back the 
EU’s political powers over 
member states on sensitive 


issues such as migration 
and welfare. Without such 
changes, he says, his com¬ 
patriots may vote to pull 
Britain out of the EU alto¬ 
gether in a referendum he 
has promised before 2017. 
But France and Germany, 
whose post-war alliance 
formed the backbone of 
today's European Union, 
have their own mission. 
They sent an outline for 


closer economic coop¬ 
eration in a letter to Euro¬ 
pean Commission Presi¬ 
dent Jean-Claude Juncker 
reported by Le Monde. 
Juncker's spokesman Mar- 
garitis Schinas welcomed 
the idea Tuesday as “key” 
to solidifying the shared 
euro currency and Euro¬ 
pean unity.

“Of course you'll have re¬

he has and his determina¬ 
tion to secure the best deal 
for the British people." 

The conflicting initiatives 
are not necessarily mutu¬ 
ally exclusive. But they do 
highlight a fundamental 
cross-Channel rift, with Brit¬ 
ain ever more reluctant 
to throw in its lot with the 
other EU nations under the 
leadership of juggernauts 
Germany and France. 

And Cameron may be 
acutely aware that in the 
past it has often proved 
next to impossible to reverse 
a proposal that Berlin and 
Paris put forward ahead of 
a summit of EU leaders. The 
next summit is June 25-26. 
"The Franco-German con¬ 
tribution is useful, pertinent, 
important, key, I would say, 
in this process,” Schinas

EU to relocate 40,000 immigrants in union

BRUSSELS (AP) — The Euro¬ 
pean Union will seek to shift 
the migration burden away 
from Italy and Greece by 
relocating 40,000 asylum 
seekers to other EU coun¬ 
tries, according to a draft 
document seen by The As¬ 
sociated Press Tuesday. 

The relocation proposal, 
to be unveiled by the EU’s 
executive Commission on 
Wednesday, would see 
new Syrian and Eritrean 
asylum seekers shared 
among 23 of the 28 mem¬ 
ber countries over the next 
two years. Britain, Denmark 


and Ireland will not take 
part. 

The move comes as the 
number of desperate mi¬ 
grants crossing the Medi¬ 
terranean to get to Europe 
continues to rise, with more 
than 80,000 landing so far 
this year. The International 
Organization for Migration 
estimates that 1,820 oth¬ 
er migrants have died or 
gone missing on that jour¬ 
ney. 

The influx has left countries 
like Italy, Greece, Malta, 
Germany and Sweden 
carrying the biggest bur¬ 
dens. 

Under the emergency relo¬ 


cation plan, which would 
have to be endorsed by 
member states and the Eu¬ 
ropean Parliament, coun¬ 
tries “will receive 6,000 eu¬ 
ros ($6,531) for each per¬ 
son relocated on their ter¬ 
ritories” from EUcoffers, ac¬ 
cording to the document. 
Germany would accept 
the most asylum seek¬ 
ers over the two years — 
a total of 8,763 — while 
France would take in 
6,752. Spain, which faces 
migration challenges of its

Yemen: 

Fighters backing exiled government take southern city

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — 

Fighters backing Yemen’s 
exiled government cap¬ 
tured a key city on the 
road to the port city of 
Aden, officials said Tues¬ 
day, the pro-government 
forces’ first significant vic¬ 
tory since a Saudi-led co¬ 
alition began targeting 
Shiite rebels in airstrikes. 
The fighters took Dhale, 
home to the command 
center of the 33rd Ar¬ 
mored Brigade, the coun¬ 
try’s largest army unit 
that had been loyal to 
former Yemeni leader Ali 
Abdullah Saleh. Saleh has 
backed the rebels, known 
as Houthis, in their power 
grab across Yemen that 
began last September. 
Government-allied fight¬ 
ers seized tanks, rocket 


launchers and ammu¬ 
nition caches from fhe 
base af Dhale, some 120 
kilometers (75 miles) from 
Aden, said the officials, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because they 
were not authorized to 
talk to reporters. 

Footage from Dhale aired 
on the Saudi-funded Al- 
Arabiya satellite news 
network showed fighters 
in one armored vehicle 
flying the flag of once- 
independent South Ye¬ 
men. The fighters, though 
allied with exiled President 
Abed Rabbo Mansour 
Hadi, also want an inde¬ 
pendent southern state 
in the country, which was 
only unified in 1990. 
Dozens of fighters on both 
sides have been killed in 
intense clashes around 
Dhale in the past two 


weeks. Fighting between 
them still raged Tuesday 
on the city’s outskirts, of¬ 
ficials said. 

The officials also said that 
in the city of Taiz, three 
civilians were killed and 
over 20 wounded when a 
mortar shell hit a passen¬ 
ger bus in the city center. 
Combatants on each side 
accused the other of fir¬ 
ing the errant shell, which 
happened during intense 
fighting involving heavy 
weapons. 

A Saudi-led coalition be¬ 
gan targeting the Houthis 
and their allies on March 
26. The U.N. estimates that 
at least 1,037 civilians, in¬ 
cluding 130 women and 
234 children, have been 
killed between March 26 
and May 20 in the fight¬ 
ing. 

Hadi’s government in ex¬ 


ile has declared several 
provinces of Yemen disas¬ 
ter zones, including Dhale, 
where all basic services 
have collapsed. Due to 
the violence and a Saudi- 
led sea-and-air blockade, 
most Yemenis face severe 
shortages of fuel, water, 
medicine and food. 

In a new report, interna¬ 
tional humanitarian group 
Oxfam warned that some 
16 million people in Ye¬ 
men don’t have access 
to clean water. 

“This is equivalent to the 
populations of Berlin, 
London, Paris and Rome 
combined, all rotting un¬ 
der heaps of garbage in 
the streets, broken sew¬ 
age pipes and without 
clean water for the sev¬ 
enth-consecutive week,” 
said Grace Ommer of 
OxfamO 


identified the men as be¬ 
ing funded by “corrupted 
political financiers” linked 
to powerful Tobruk tribal 
leaders, without elaborat¬ 
ing. 

The session was postponed 
until next week before the 
attempted assassination. 
Nearly four years after the 
ouster of longtime dictator 
Moammar Gadhafi, Libya 
is consumed by chaos. The 
country split is between an 
elected parliament and

In a statement, the U.S.- 
based group says militias 
and army units have sur¬ 
rounded the downtown 
areas, where several hun¬ 
dred people are reported¬ 
ly trapped and not allowed 
to leave. Some of those 
trapped were Syrians, Pal¬ 
estinians, and Asian and 
African nationals. 

Middle East and North Af¬ 
rica director Sarah Leah 
Whitson said that all forc¬ 
es involved must take all

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China’s army plays down South China Sea island-building

BEIJING (AP) — China’s mil¬ 
itary on Tuesday compared 
its controversial island¬ 
building in the South Chi¬ 
na Sea to ordinary construc¬ 
tion such as road-building 
going on elsewhere in the 
country, trying to deflect 
criticism over an issue seen 
as inflaming tensions in the 
region. 

At the same venue, how¬ 
ever, the Defense Ministry 
issued a report reaffirm¬ 
ing China’s more assertive 
approach to national de¬ 
fense that has put its neigh¬ 
bors on guard. 

The document on Chi¬ 
na's military strategy said 
the navy would be add¬ 
ing “open seas protec¬ 
tion” to traditional remit of 
“offshore waters defense," 
while boosting its ability to 
counterattack and con¬ 
duct joint operations at 
sea. 

The air force, meanwhile, 
will “endeavor to shift its 
focus from territorial air de¬ 
fense to both defense and 
offense,” said the 25-page 
report, which was issued in 


English and Chinese at a 
rare news conference pre¬ 
sided over by uniformed of¬ 
ficers. 


The report’s issuance and 
comments from ministry 
spokesman Yang Yujun at 
the briefing followed a for¬ 


mal Chinese protest over 
an incident last week in 
which a Chinese navy dis¬ 
patcher warned off a U.S. 


Navy P8-A Poseidon surveil¬ 
lance aircraft as it flew over 
Fiery Cross Reef, where Chi¬ 
na has conducted exten¬ 


sive reclamation work. 

The incident, document¬ 
ed by a CNN news crew 
on board the U.S. plane.

prompted a testy editorial 
Monday in the official Com¬ 
munist Party newspaper 
Global Times that warned 


that Washington should 
not test Beijing's restraint 
or China would have “no 
choice but to engage.” 
China has bristled at what 
it sees as U.S. interference 
in the region and says it is 
within its sovereign rights in 
developing islands made 
from sand piled on top of 
reefs and atolls.

PARAMARIBO, Suriname 
(AP) — The party of former 
military dictator Desi Bout¬ 
erse obtained the majority 
of Parliament seats in the 
South American country 
of Suriname, according to 
preliminary results released 
Tuesday. 

Bouterse's National Demo¬ 
cratic Party obtained 26 
of 51 seats following Mon¬ 
day’s general election, 
while the main opposition 
V7 alliance party led by for¬ 
mer Justice Minister Chan 
Santokhi obtained 17 seats, 
according to the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. 

Bouterse now needs a two- 
thirds majority vote in Par¬ 
liament to be re-elected 
president. If he wins, he 
would rule Suriname for 
another five years. Legisla¬ 
tors have to be sworn in by 
June 30. 

There were no reports of vi¬ 
olence or irregularities, ac¬ 
cording to election observ¬ 
ers with the Organization 


of American States. There 
are 353,000 registered vot¬ 
ers in the country of some 
550,000 people. 

Bouterse is a two-time coup 
leader and former dictator 
accused of executing 15 
political opponents in 1982. 
He also was convicted in 
absentia in the Netherlands 
in 1999 on drug traffick¬ 
ing charges, but Suriname 
does not have an extradi¬ 
tion treaty with its former 
colonial ruler. Bouterse 
also obtained immunity as 
head of state when he was 
democratically elected 
in 2010 amid widespread 
discontent with Suriname’s 
economy. 

Santokhi had accused 
Bouterse’s party of financial 
mismanagement, noting 
that Suriname's debt had 
increased to more than $1 
billion in recent years. He 
also had vowed to reverse 
an amended amnesty law 
and restart Bouterse's pros¬ 
ecution for the 1982 killings 


if elected president. 
Bouterse's son, Dino, also 
has faced legal problems. 
A U.S. judge sentenced him 


earlier this year to more 
than 16 years in prison af¬ 
ter he admitted to offering 
Lebanese militant group 


Hezbollah a home base in 
Suriname.

Missing family found in Mexico, toll in Mexico tornado at 13

CIUDAD ACUNA, Mexico 
(AP) — The body of a baby 
carried away by a tornado 
was found in the northern 
Mexico border city of Ciu¬ 
dad Acuna, Mayor Evaristo 
Perez said Tuesday follow¬ 
ing a sudden catastrophic 
storm that killed 13 and 
destroyed more than 200 
homes. 

City spokesman Edgar 
Gonzalez originally said the 
child’s death added to 13 
earlier confirmed deaths, 
but officials later said the 
baby — whose body was 


found amid the rubble of 
shattered houses — had al¬ 
ready been included in the 
toll of dead. 

The baby had been car¬ 
ried off by the force of the 
tornado, apparently from a 
car. 

Earlier reports suggested 
the child had been in a 
baby carrier. 

Perez also said authorities 
had located a family of four 
who had been reported 
missing. It turned out they 
had been visiting another 
town when the twister hit. 
The tornado touched 
down early Monday, and 


injured about 300 people, 
destroyed 200 homes and 
damaged about 800, af¬ 
fecting some 4,000 inhabit¬ 
ants. 

Some of the homes were 
reduced to mounds of cin- 
derblock and rubble, mak¬ 
ing the search more diffi¬ 
cult. 

Gerardo Aguinaga and his 
sister, Perla Isabel, stood 
in front of a concrete slab 
where the family’s home 
and taco business had 
once stood. 

The house had been flat¬ 
tened by the storm, and 
bulldozers were sent in 


Tuesday to clear off the 
rubble and allow the family 
to rescue any salvageable 
possessions. 

Gerardo was able to find 
only his stepfather’s wallet 
and a pair of mismatched 
shoes, all the family had 
left. 

“I don't have papers, I 
don't have anything. There 
are a lot of people who lost 
everything," said Perla Isa¬ 
bel Aguinaga. “We have 
no place to live.” 

Their stepfather, Edgar Ge¬ 
rardo Gonzalez, 37, their 
mother, Alma Isabel, and 
Perla’s 5-year-old son, Bry¬ 


an, were in the house when 
the twister hit. 

Alma Isabel and Bryan hid 
under a bed as the home 
collapsed around them. 
She survived with back in¬ 
juries and bruises, and Bry¬ 
an suffered gashes to his 
head. Both are out of dan¬ 
ger. But the stepfather was 
standing at the back of the 
house, leaning against a 
wall that fell on him, injuring 
him more seriously. Despite 
his wounds, the stepfather 
managed to dig himself 
out, rescue his wife and the 
boy and take them to a 
neighbor’s house.Q

PARIS (AP) — Ah, the 

French Open, the time of 
year when a certain ques¬ 
tion is asked repeatedly by 
American tennis fans: Why 
can't the country’s players, 
particularly the men, find 
success on red clay? 

Now comes along Jack 
Sock, a 22-year-old born 
in Nebraska and currently 
residing in Florida, who un¬ 
abashedly calls the slow 
stuff “my favorite surface.” 
Yes, that’s right, even 
though there are not many 
red clay courts in the Unit¬ 
ed States — Sock first en¬ 
countered them in Europe 
— and even though, at first 
glance, they’re considered 
less-than-ideal for play¬ 
ers who thrive on speedy 
serves and forehands. Sock 
and another U.S. man, 16th- 
seeded John Isner, both fit 
that description. Both won 
first-round matches at Ro¬ 
land Garros on Tuesday. 
“This just suits my game very 
well,” Sock said. “I’m able 
to take my time and kind of 
maneuver the ball around. 
Movement is another big 
part of my game. I feel like 
on fhe clay, I gef fo a lot of 
balls.” 

He did just that Tuesday 
on bullring-shaped Court 
1 during a 7-6, (7), 6-2, 
6-3 victory over Bulgaria's 
Grigor Dimitrov, who was a 
Wimbledon semifinalist last 
year and was seeded 10th 


in Paris, making him the top 
man to lose so far. 
Dimitrov's take? 

“Jack played his game,” 
he said. 

Cleanly, too. Sock hit 30 
winners and made only 18 
unforced errors (10 fewer 
than Dimitrov) and saved 
all six break points he 
faced. Pounding serves at 
up to 136 mph (220 kph), 
leaping into his big fore¬ 
hands, and effectively 
pressing forward to win the 
point on 19 of 25 trips to the 
net. 

Not traditional clay-court 
tennis, necessarily. But it 
worked. 

“I may have been one 
of the first to really like it,” 
said Sock, who won his first 
ATP singles title last month 
in Houston on green clay. 
“For me personally, I look 
forward to this time of 
year.” 

The 6-foot-10 Isner, who 
beat Italy's Andreas Seppi 
7-5, 6-2, 6-3, is also learning 
to like the crushed dirt. 

“A lot is said about clay 
and how it’s a defensive 
surface. It's sort of, I would 
say, a misconception," Is¬ 
ner said. “I think clay is a 
very good attacking sur¬ 
face. A guy like (Rafael 
Nadal), yeah, he plays 
great defense, buf knocks 
the cover off the ball.” 

Four of fhe seven U.S. men 
in this year’s field already 
are gone, as are 13 of the 
17 women from the coun¬ 


for me, a lot of 
stuff going on. 

If’s mofivafed me in a lof of 
ways to see a family mem¬ 
ber — and especially my 
brother; I’m very close with 
him — go through what he 
did. And I was in the hospi¬ 
tal every day with him after 
I had surgery, so just back- 
to-back things that were 
very unfortunate.” 

His win over Dimitrov repre¬ 
sented the day’s only de¬ 


parture by a seeded man. 
Two seeded women were 
beaten: No. 6 Eugenie 
Bouchard, a semifinalist at 
the French Open and run¬ 
ner-up at Wimbledon last 
year but a loser of eight of 
her past nine matches; and 
No. 25 Jelena Jankovic, the 
runner-up at the 2008 U.S. 
Open. 

Things went as expected 
for the very best of the 
best: Nadal, Novak Djokov- 
ic and Serena Williams — 
owners of 41 Grand Slam 
singles titles among them 
— all delivered straight-set 
wins on Court Philippe Cha- 
trier. 

There were some blips, 
however brief. Nine-fime 
champion Nadal lament¬ 
ed that he started slowly. 


Djokovic was two points 
from losing the second set 
before reeling off 22 of 29 
points. And Williams? She 
got fooled by the awkward 
spin of one shot and got 
plunked by the ball, lead¬ 
ing to laughter. 

“I'm allegedly a profes¬ 
sional tennis player. And 
I was thinking, ‘I’m going 
to hit a backhand.’ ‘I will 
hit a forehand.’ And, ‘I 
will run around and hit a 
backhand.' ‘No, no, no, 
run around and hit a fore¬ 
hand.’ Next thing I know, 
it hit me in the back,” Wil¬ 
liams said. “So I was, like, 
embarrassed. At the same 
time, I thought it was really 
funny. It happens to the 
best of us. Maybe nof. Buf

APRICA, Italy (AP) — Alber¬ 
to Contador put on a dem¬ 
onstration of his climbing 
skills on the steep Mortirolo 
pass and extended his lead 
in the 16th stage of the Giro 
d’ltalia on Tuesday. 

Spanish rider Mikel Landa 
posted his second con¬ 
secutive stage victory af¬ 
ter getting clearance from 
the Astana team to leave 
behind captain Fabio Aru, 
who again struggled. 
Landa required just over 
5 hours over the 174-kilo¬ 
meter (108-mile) leg from 
Pinzolo to Aprica, which 
included five categorized 
climbs. Dutch rider Steven 
Kruijswijk finished second, 
38 seconds behind, and 
Contador crossed third 
with the same time. 

Aru finished nearly three 


minutes behind Landa, 
who moved ahead of the 
Italian into second. 
Contador had some me¬ 
chanical problems on a 
descent before the Mor¬ 
tirolo but surged into the 
lead on the climb, passing 
one rider after another. 
Tinkoff-Saxo teammate 
Ivan Basso, a two-time Giro 
winner, gave Contador his 
wheel after the Spaniard 
punctured. 

“It was a very difficult and 
complex stage,” Contador 
said. “But that’s cycling.” 
Marco Pantani won a 
memorable stage on the 
Mortirolo in 1994 and there 
is a monument along the 
climb to remember the Ital¬ 
ian, who died of a cocaine 
overdose in 2004. 

Contador said Pantani's 


exploits were an inspiration 
for his career, and he want¬ 
ed to honor the Italian. 

“It's a stage I'll remember 
forever, and I hope the fans 
will, too," Contador said. 
Contador leads Landa by 
4:02, with Aru third, 4:52 be¬ 
hind. “Today I really proved 


that I can be one for the 
strongest riders on the 
climbs, and we still have 
several uphill finishes left,” 
Landa said. “As a team, 
we will have to stick to¬ 
gether and stay attentive, 
because what happened 
to Contador today could 


happen to one of us.” 
Stage 17 on Wednesday 
is a 134-kilometer (83-mile) 
leg from Tirano to Lugano, 
Switzerland, featuring one 
Category 3 climb and 
some rolling hills. 

The 98th Giro ends Sunday 
in Milan. □

Usain Bolt wins 200 at cold, wet Golden Spike meet

OSTRAVA, Czech Republic 
(AP) — Usain Bolt cruised 
to victory in the 200 meters 
race at the Golden Spike 
meet on Tuesday, as the 
Jamaican star prepares for 
the world championships 
after a season marred by 
injuries. 

Facing rain and cold at 
the IAAF World Challenge 
event, Bolt had the slowest 
reaction of all the sprinters, 
his traditional problem. 

“It was one of my slowest 
reactions in a long time,” 
Bolt said. “For me it was not 
a perfect day. It wasn't a 
perfect curve." 

Still, the six-time Olympic 
champion came out of the 
bend slightly ahead and 
breezed unchallenged to 
victory, crossing the line in 
20.13. Isiah Young of the 
United States finished sec¬ 
ond in 20.35 and Lykour- 
gos Stefanos Tsakonas of 
Greece was third in 20.62.

“The shape that I’m in, and 
I’m coming back, I don’t 
really know what to say is 
a decent time, or not,” Bolt 
said. “I think I just need rac¬ 
es, need to run a lot." 

Bolt improved on his previ¬ 
ous season's best of 20.20, 
clocked in April in Jamai¬ 
ca, though both are still 


far from his world record of 
19.19 set in 2009. On Tues¬ 
day, it was more about dip¬ 
ping below 20 seconds. 
“You can't be satisfied if 
I don’t break 20.0, I really 
wanted to,” Bolt said. “The 
conditions didn’t allow. 
And I’m coming back from 
injuries, so it's going to take 
time.” 

He said he was not worried 
by not running fast times 
just yet. 

Tuesday was his first race 
in Europe this season as he 
prepares for the worlds in 
August in Beijing. 

“I don't really try to stress 
too much over time,” Bolt 
said. “I just want to get ev¬ 
erything together and start 
feeling better." 

He will have more chances 
to improve his times in the 
Diamond League meets 
in New York in June, and 
in Paris and Lausanne, 
Switzerland, the following 
month. 

“The more I run the better 


I feel, the faster I can go,” 
Bolt added. “Hopefully, in 
New York (there) are better 
conditions and I'll be able 
to push myself.” 

His countryman Asafa Pow¬ 
ell won the 100 in 10.04, 
ahead of Young in 10.13 
and while Britain’s Richard 
Kilty clocked 10.31 in third. 
“The time in this condition 
isn't that bad after all,” 
Powell said. 

Olympic champion Chris¬ 
tian Taylor of the United 
States leaped 17.52 to win 
the men’s triple jump for a 
meet record. 

“I’m very happy with my 
performance today,” said 
Taylor, who jumped 18.04 
in Doha, Qatar, at a Dia¬ 
mond League meet earlier 
in May, the fourth-longest 
of all time. 

Looking ahead, he added: 
“Of course. I’ll try to go for 
gold and attack the world 
record” in Beijing. 

World high jump cham¬ 
pion Bogdan Bondarenko 


cleared 2.24 to take his 
event. 

In a rarely contested dis¬ 
tance, Olympic 800-meter 
champion David Rudisha 
of Kenya didn’t finish the 
600 race due to what ap¬ 
peared to be a right leg 
injury. Poland’s Adam Kszc- 
zot clocked 1:16.02 to win. 
In the women’s events, 
ChaRonda Williams of the 
United States won the 200 
comfortably in 23.11.

Arranged marriages, 
practiced around the world, 
have their good and bad 
points, but sociologically; we 
acknowledge the rates of di¬ 
vorce among arranged mar¬ 
riages is well below the aver¬ 
age 80% in western romantic 
love marriages. Interestingly, 
in countries that practice ar¬ 
ranged marriages there is an 
established cultural sexual 
education. The Indians and 
Pakistanis have the Kama 
Sutra, Japan has their Pillow 
Book, and the Chinese have 
had The Golden Lotus. We 
need to ask ourselves as a 
community, from where our 
relevant sexual education 
will come. 

Today, the word in¬ 
timacy has taken on sexual 
connotations. But it includes 
different dimensions of our 
lives. Yes, the physical, but 
also the social, emotional, 
mental and spiritual as¬ 
pects as well. Intimacy really 
means total sharing. 

Many people have 
problems with intimacy. Ad¬ 
dicts seek chemical or be¬ 
havior highs to substitute for 
the support and intimacy 
they really need but do not 
allow themselves. Codepen¬ 


dents are individuals who are 
attached to people/addicts 
who behave in ways that are 
self-destructive and/or injure 
those around them. Children 
of addicted parents come 
from a home environment 
where they experienced dai¬ 
ly inconsistency, fear, aban¬ 
donment, denial, and real 
or potential violence. When 
adults who were abused as 
children try to form roman¬ 
tic relationships they suffer 
from anxiety, depression, 
and poor self-esteem. Some 
have no sexual desire; others 
may have a high sex drive, 
but, both have intimacy 
problems. 

Other factors work¬ 
ing against establishing 
intimacy is a socially pro¬ 
grammed mistrust between 
the sexes. In Latin America 
and other societies, we start 
with boys and girls segre¬ 
gated socially that continues 
into adulthood. Each devel¬ 
ops friendships in a different 
manner setting up a social 
mistrust to the other sex. 

There is biology of 
passion where the physical 
functioning of sexual activity 
has been scientifically docu¬ 
mented. Sexual intercourse 
for both sexes consists of 
pulsing energy movement. 
The phenomenon of orgasm 
in the healthy woman medi¬ 
cally resembles the orgasm 
of a man. Having regular 
and enthusiastic sex confers 
physical advantages, for 
both sexes. Postmenopausal 
women, who no longer have 
orgasms develop atrophy 
or withering of the vagina 
or pain associated with in¬ 
tercourse. Lower back and 
leg pain leading to bent over 
posture and incontinence 


is becoming very common.

The com¬ 
munity believes he is mak¬ 
ing the move to enhance his 
sex, but we know the young¬ 
er woman has much lower 
sexual urges that match his 
much better. 

Any love relation¬ 
ships that are not women- 
man based are socially ta¬ 
boo. Regardless, the reality is 
that bisexual and homosexu¬ 
al feelings are part of life and 
there is no greater marital 
friction than trying to live with 
a socially acceptable mar¬ 
riage that does not reflect 
their sexual preference.

Amtrak to install long-sought cameras in locomotives

WASHINGTON (AP) - Am¬ 
trak said Tuesday it will in¬ 
stall video cameras inside 
locomotive cabs to record 
the actions of train engi¬ 
neers, a move that follows 
a deadly derailment ear¬ 
lier this month in which in¬ 
vestigators are searching 
for clues to the train engi¬ 
neer's actions before the 
crash. 

The Amtrak engineer, Bran¬ 
don Bostian, suffered a 
head injury in the accident 
in Philadelphia and has 
told investigators he can’t 
remember what hap¬ 
pened. Northeast Regional 
train 188 accelerated to a 
speed of 106 miles per hour 
in the last minute before 
entering a curve where it 
derailed. 

The speed limit for the 
curve is 50 mph. The crash 
left eight people dead and 
about 200 injured. 

The train was equipped 
with a “black box” data 
recorder and an outward¬ 
facing camera focused 
on the track ahead, but 
neither of those devices re¬ 
veals what was happening 
inside the cab. 

The National Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board has been 
recommending that the 
Federal Railroad Admin¬ 
istration require passen¬ 
ger and freight train cabs 
to have audio recorders 
since the late 1990s. They 
revised that recommenda¬ 
tion five years ago to in¬ 
clude inward-facing sound 
and video recorders. 
Railroad administration of¬ 
ficials say they support use 
of the cameras. In the past 
year, the agency has told 
the NTSB that it intends to 
propose regulations requir¬ 


ing the cameras. However, 
no regulations have been 
proposed and it typically 
takes federal agencies 
many months, if not years, 
to move from proposals to 
final regulations. 

Joseph Boardman, the rail¬ 
road's president and CEO, 
said Amtrak has supported 
efforts by a railroad ad¬ 
ministration safety advisory 
committee made up of 
industry and labor repre¬ 
sentatives to come up with 
standards for the cameras. 
The committee has yet to 
issue recommendations. 
“We’ve been supporting it 
all the way along,” he told 
reporters in a telephone 
briefing. “It's just a mat¬ 
ter of working out some of 
those details. ... There may 
be some adjustments we 
have to make later down 
the road, but I think it’s time 
to do it and I’m doing it.” 
Besides accident investiga¬ 
tions, Amtrak will review the 
recordings to monitor engi¬ 


neers’ actions, Boardman 
said. 

Unions representing engi¬ 
neers at Amtrak and oth¬ 
er passenger and freight 
railroads have generally 
opposed use of the cam¬ 
eras. As recently as 2012, 
railroad administration offi¬ 
cials had also opposed re¬ 
quiring the cameras, telling 
NTSB they were concerned 
the cameras might lower 
employee morale and the 
images might be used pu- 
nitively by railroads. 

Officials for the Brother¬ 
hood of Locomotive Engi¬ 
neers and Trainmen didn’t 
immediately respond to a 
request for comment. 
Robert Mongeluzzi, a Phil¬ 
adelphia attorney rep¬ 
resenting 10 passengers 
who were on the train, said 
Amtrak shouldn't wait un¬ 
til after a disaster to make 
safety changes. The rail¬ 
road has also announced 
since the crash that it will 
install technology before 


the end of fhe year fo au¬ 
tomatically stop trains that 
are in danger of exceed¬ 
ing speed limits. 

“Although we approve of 
Amtrak’s belated decision 
to install a video camera 
inside the cab of the lo¬ 
comotive, the question 


remains, 'Why wasn’t this 
done much earlier?” he 
said. 

Cameras will first be in¬ 
stalled in 70 new Amtrak lo¬ 
comotives that will power 
all Northeast Regional and 
long-distance trains be¬ 
tween Washington, New 
York and Boston, as well as 
Keystone Service between 
New York, Philadelphia 
and Harrisburg, Pennsylva¬ 
nia. Most of those locomo¬ 
tives will be equipped with 
the cameras before the 
end of the year, 
and the rest by sometime 
this spring, Boardman told 
reporters in a telephone 
briefing. 

Amtrak is developing a 
plan for installation of 
cameras in the rest of its 
locomotive fleet, including 
Acela Express locomotives, 
but no time table has been 
set for those installations. 
The railroad has about 300 
locomotives nationwide.

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Ryanair beats forecasts again as annual profits rise 66 pet

DUBLIN (AP) — Europe’s 
leading budget airline Ry¬ 
anair has beaten forecasts 
again, reporting full-year 
net profits of 867 million 
euros ($949 million), 66 per¬ 
cent higher than the year 
before. 

The Dublin-based airline 
said Tuesday it filled 88 
percent of its seats, up 5 


points, in the fiscal year 
ending in March. Sales rose 
12 percent to 5.65 billion 
euros ($6.2 billion) chiefly 
because of relentless route 
expansion combined with 
the impact of the airline's 
2014 decision to improve 
customer service, includ¬ 
ing introduction of a new 
flexible business-friendly 
ticket. 

Shares in the airline surged 


7.5 percent to 11.70 euros 
($12.80) on the Irish Stock 
Exchange by midafter¬ 
noon. 

Ryanair unveiled a target 
for the fiscal year 2016 of 
between 940 million eu¬ 
ros and 970 million euros. 
Many analysts said they 
expected Ryanair to beat 
that forecast, potentially 
breaching the 1 billion 
euro barrier, given that the 


airline raised its initial 2015 
profit forecast five times — 
and even its final top tar¬ 
get, 850 million euros, fell 
short of Tuesday's official 
result. 

Davy Stockbrokers called 
Ryanair's forecast “very 
robust." The Dublin broker 
said it now expects Ryanair 
shares soon will reach 12 
euros, a level last attained 
in February 2007 right be¬ 


fore the airline conducted 
a 2-for-l share split. 

Chief Executive Michael 
O’Leary said advance 
bookings are running 4 per¬ 
cent higher than last year, 
which should help the car¬ 
rier fill 90 percent of its seats 
in fiscal 2016. 

Profits would be even high¬ 
er were it not for Ryanair's 
policy of buying fuel con¬ 
tracts far in advance. □ 


Slumping energy sector leads a broad sell-off in US stocks

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

stock market endured its 
worst day in three weeks 
on Tuesday as investors 
fretted over Greece's debt 
crisis and a surge in the U.S. 
dollar. 

Investors seeking safety 
bought U.S. government 
bonds. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
average lost 190.48 points, 
or 1 percent, to 18,041.54. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index lost 21.86 points, also 
1 percent, to 2,104.20 and 
the Nasdaq composite fell 
56.61 points, or 1.1 percent, 
to 5,032.75. 

Only a handful of stocks, 32 
ouf of fhe S&P 500's mem¬ 
bers, posted gains. Time 
Warner Cable rose offer 
agreeing to be acquired 
by Charter Communica¬ 
tions tor $55 billion. Time 
Warner closed up $12.42, 
or 7 percent, to $183.60. 
Charter rose $4.45, or 2.5 
percent, to $179.78. 

The drop Tuesday can be 
tied to two phenomena 
that, when put together, 
caused the selling to com¬ 
pound. 


On one side, investors re¬ 
main concerned about 
Greece’s ability to repay its 
debts. Greece might miss a 
payment on June 5 if it fails 
to receive bailout funds 
from creditors, who are de¬ 
manding that the country 
make reforms to its econ¬ 
omy. Talks to reach a deal 
resumed Tuesday after a 
weekend break, but it is 
unclear whether an agree¬ 
ment can be reached in 
time. 

Also, the value of the U.S. 
dollar surged Tuesday, 
causing reverberations in 
several markets. The price 
of oil, gold and other com¬ 
modities, which are priced 
in dollars, dropped. That, 
in turn, pushed down the 
stocks of companies which 
do business in those com¬ 
modities, such as copper 
and gold miners, or do 
most of theirbusiness out¬ 
side the U.S. Industrial, oil 
and gas, and material 
sector companies were all 
broadly lower. 

While investors have con¬ 
sidered Greece’s financial 
troubles for years now, 
the country is precariously 
close to the edge this time. 


It owes 6.7 billion euros this 
month to investors and the 
International Monetary 
Fund and does not have 
the cash to pay it. 
Meanwhile, another big 
question tor investors is 
when the Federal Reserve 
the Federal Reserve will 
finally make its first inter¬ 
est rate increase in almost 


a decade. Many expect 
that to occur either later 
this year or early next year. 
“If you fhink Greece is ac¬ 
tually in its last throes in the 
eurozone it’s better to be 
safe and park your mon¬ 
ey in U.S. dollars and deal 
with the Fed’s interest rate 
increase down the road,” 
said Quincy Krosby, a mar¬ 


ket strategist at Prudential 
Financial. 

Both the European Cen¬ 
tral Bank and the Bank of 
Japan are in fhe midst of 
bond-buying programs to 
stimulate their economies, 
as the Fed did recently in 
the U.S. A byproduct of 
those programs can be a 
weakened currency.Q 



Charter agrees to acquire Time Warner Cable for $56.7B

Charter Communications 
agreed Tuesday to buy its 
much larger rival Time War¬ 
ner Cable tor $56.7 billion 
in a deal that would trans¬ 
form the company into one 
of America's largest cable 
and broadband operators. 
The announcement rep¬ 
resents the latest in a flurry 
of takeovers in the sector 
as companies struggle to 
keep pace with changes in 


how Americans watch and 
pay tor television. As cus¬ 
tomers increasingly stream 
videos through the Inter¬ 
net, cable providers have 
sought deals to gain scale 
and greater bargaining 
power with content provid¬ 
ers. 

The multibillion-dollar offer 
also marks a culmination 
for Charter and its main 
backer, the 74-year-old bil¬ 
lionaire media mogul John 
C. Malone, who will have 


transformed Charter from 
a small operator born in St. 
Louis in 1993 into the coun¬ 
try’s second-largest cable 
company, behind Com¬ 
cast. 

Analysts said that Charter’s 
bid for Time Warner Cable 
highlighted the need for 
cable and broadband 
companies to join forces as 
the industry experienced its 
latest round of consolida¬ 
tion. 

"The timing of this deal 


clearly shows how desper¬ 
ate Time Warner Cable is 
to be acquired,” said Paolo 
Pescatore, an analyst with 
the technology research 
company CCS Insight. "A 
tie-up with another cable 
provider makes perfect 
sense given the altering 
landscape in the broad¬ 
cast industry.” 

Under the terms of the pro¬ 
posed deal. Charter of¬ 
fered investors in Time War¬ 
ner Cable $195.71 for each 


share in fhe company in a 
cash-and-sfock deal. That 
values Time Warner Cable 
at $78.7 billion, roughly 14 
percent higher than its clos¬ 
ing stock price Friday. (U.S. 
stock markets were closed 
for the Memorial Day holi¬ 
day on Monday.) 

If the deal is completed, 
the combined company 
will be named New Char¬ 
ter , and its services will be 
sold under the brand name 
Spectrum.Q

When the Rapist Doesn’t See It as Rape

when you’re having fun. Memo¬ 
rial Day weekend, fhe Fourth of 
July and then, the next thing you 
know, it will be Aug. 6, the an¬ 
niversary of the bombing of Hi¬ 
roshima and the date of the first 
Republican presidential debate. 
Less than 11 weeks away! True, 11 
weeks is nearly twice the length 
of the entire national election 
schedule in the United Kingdom. 
But this is why we had the Revo¬ 
lutionary War. 

“It’s actually not early,” said a 
Republican National Committee 
spokeswoman. “Four years ago 
the debates started in May.” 
Think about that, people. This 
presidential campaign is slow 
getting started. 

Fox News, which is hosting the 
debate, doesn’t want more 
than 10 people on stage, and 
that’s a challenge because the 
number of Republican hopefuls 
is somewhere between 15 and 
2,376. There are two ways to think 
about this. One is that having 
10 debaters is still ridiculous. It’ll 
be like a playground fight con¬ 
ducted entirely by middle-aged 
people in suits. 

The other is the howls from the 
potentially excluded. Fox’s idea 
is to take the candidates who 
score highest in the polls. When 
you get down below the top sev¬ 
en or eight, you’re talking about 
people who have failed to break 
2 percent. But they all believe 
that’s just because they have yet 
to blossom. 

“The idea that a national poll has 
any relationship to the viability 
of a candidate - ask Rudy Giu¬ 
liani that, ask Phil Gramm that,” 
sniped Rick Santorum, one of the 
likely excludees. 

Have you noticed that whenever 
anybody wants to bring up disas¬ 
trous presidential candidates of 
the past, the first name that pops 
up is Rudy Giuliani? Do you think 
he minds being a walking em¬ 
bodiment of Failure to Meet Ex¬ 
pectations? 

But about Rick Santorum. He’s 
nowhere in the polls now, but he 
did win a couple of primaries in 
2012. We have not seen much 
of him since then, except for his 
spirited and successful battle to 
block ratification of the U.N. trea¬ 
ty on the Rights of Persons With 
Disabilities. 

How many of you are willing to 


give up Rick Santorum? Fine. But 
you’re going to have to tell him. 
At this point, presidential polls are 
mainly about name recognition - 
or, in the case of Donald Trump, 
the fact that some Republican 
voters have a dark sense of hu¬ 
mor. Carly Fiorina, who’s trailing, 
isn’t exactly an average-Amer- 
ican-household name, despite 
her spectacular crash-landing as 
CEO of Hewlett-Packard. But she 
expressed confidence - via her 
super PAC - that her “growing 
momentum” would get her into 
the Top 10. 

At the Iowa GOP Lincoln Day 
Dinner last weekend, where 
11 hopeful Republicans gave 
speeches, Fiorina went out of her 
way to show her foreign policy 
chops. 

“I know King Abdullah of Jordan. 

“I can remember as well sitting in 
Bibi Netanyahu’s office. ...” 

Fiorina had to be forced offstage 
when she went over the 10-min¬ 
ute time limit. Ten minutes is prob¬ 
ably about 20 times what candi¬ 
dates are going to get in those 
debates, so it is possible we are 
detecting a future problem. 
Perhaps you are wondering 
how the other candidates fared 
as dinner speakers. Gov. Scott 
Walker of Wisconsin revealed 
that he not only lived in Iowa 
as a child, he spent part of that 
childhood wandering around 
the neighborhood with an empty 
mayonnaise jar, raising money to 
buy a state flag for the city hall. 
“Stories like that are what’s great 
about Iowa, what’s great about 
the Midwest, what’s great about 
America,” he said modestly. 

Jeb Bush won a lot of support 
when he avoided saying any¬ 
thing weird. “First and foremost, 
I’m the husband of Columba 
Bush,” he told the gathering, 
reminding them that he had at 
least one member of the family 
who has not yet involved the na¬ 
tion in a war in the Middle East. 
Sen. Lindsey Graham of South 
Carolina veered between corny 
jokes and foreign policy, which 
created a strange effect. It’s not 
every day you’ll find a candidate 
who can giggle while saying, 
“I’m going to call a drone and 
we will kill you.” 

I say keep Lindsey Graham. And, 
what the heck, Carly Fiorina. And 
Rick Perry, who was a veritable 
sunbeam in Iowa, burbling on 
about the corn crop while the 
other speakers were so down on 
the Barack Obama era that they 
sounded virtually suicidal. Plus, 
we know that Perry is the kind of 
guy who can really perk up a de¬ 
bate. 

Fox News says that if it bumps 
some candidates, they’ll get 
“additional coverage and air¬ 
time” the same day. It’s not 
clear whether this would be an 
interview or a second Clash of 
the Losers debate. We definitely 
want the debate, Maybe featur¬ 
ing Gov. Chris Christie, Donald 
Trump and Rick Santorum, to¬ 
gether again for the first time.Q

Brian Banks was one of America’s 
best high school football players 
when, in 2002, at age 16, he was 
accused of rape. 

The accuser, Wanetta Gibson, 
said Banks had forced her into 
a stairway at their high school in 
California and raped her. 
Expelled from school and then 
later convicted of rape, Banks 
served more than five years in 
prison. He became not a profes¬ 
sional football star but a regis¬ 
tered sex offender. 

Then, in 2011, Gibson recanted. 
There was no rape (apparently 
she made the accusation to pre¬ 
vent her mom from learning that 
she had been sexually active). 
Banks was eventually exoner¬ 
ated and his conviction over¬ 
turned, and, at 28, he played 
briefly for the Atlanta Falcons. 
But, after a decade away from 
football, it was too late to catch 
up. 

That kind of nightmare is what 
many Americans have in mind 
when they fear an aggressive 
clampdown on sexual violence. 
It’s a legitimate fear. 

Jon Krakauer tells the story of Bri¬ 
an Banks in his terrific new book, 
“Missoula,” as a cautionary re¬ 
minder. Yet, in his book about 
acquaintance rapes in a college 
town, he also makes clear that 
what is far more common is an¬ 
other kind of injustice: perpetra¬ 
tors of rape who get away with it 
again and again. 

One careful study found that 


false allegations make up be¬ 
tween 2 and 10 percent of rape 
cases. Yet victims (mostly wom¬ 
en and girls, but also men and 
boys) are routinely tarnished or 
blamed; Human Rights Watch 
reported this month that nearly 
two-thirds of members of the mili¬ 
tary who report sexual assaults 
face reprisals. Given the risks, the 
great majority of rape cases are 
never reported to the authorities. 
The result is impunity. And that 
fosters more rape. 

Scholars have found that many 
sexual assaults are carried out by 
a small number of men who strike 
repeatedly - often without realiz¬ 
ing that they are rapists. 

The way this research is conduct¬ 
ed is astonishing: Men were sim¬ 
ply surveyed and asked whether 
they had ever had sex with some¬ 
one who didn’t want to. Remark¬ 
ably, men repeatedly said, yes, 
they had. 

One of the most chilling sections 
of Krakauer’s book quotes a fra¬ 
ternity brother, “Frank,” describ¬ 
ing his technique to a researcher, 
David Lisak: 

“We’d be on the lookout for the 
good-looking girls, especially the 
freshmen, the really young ones. 
They were the easiest. ... Then 
we’d get them drinking right 
away. ... They’d be guzzling it, 
you know, because they were 
freshmen, kind of nervous.” 
“Frank” recounted how he tar¬ 
geted one young woman, plied 
her with alcohol-spiked punch, 
and then led her to a bed. “At 
some point, she started saying 
things like ... ‘I don’t want to do 
this right away,’ or something like 
that. I just kept working on her 
clothes... and she started squirm¬ 
ing. But that actually helped, 
because her blouse came off 
easier.... She tried to push me off, 
so I pushed her back down. ... I 
mean, she was so plastered that 
she probably didn’t know what 
was going on, anyway. I don’t 
know, maybe that’s why she 
started pushing on me. But, you 
know, I just kept leaning on her, 
pulling off her clothes.” 


“Frank” said he kept his arm 
across her chest, by the base of 
her neck, to reduce her squirm¬ 
ing as he had sex with her. When 
he was finished, he dressed and 
returned to the party. 

And the woman? “She left.” 
There are no easy solutions, but 
one way to fight the epidemic 
is legal: Prosecute aggressively, 
while recognizing that sexual en¬ 
counters are often complex, am¬ 
biguous, fueled by alcohol, and 
prone to he-said-she-said uncer¬ 
tainties. 

Another way to fight back is cul¬ 
tural: Blunt conversations among 
men and women alike about 
consent, alcohol, and the need 
for friends to step up with what’s 
called “bystander intervention.” 
That means that just as you don’t 
let a friend drive drunk, you don’t 
let a friend take advantage of 
someone - or let a plastered 
friend get steered to a predator’s 
bed. 

One of the fundamental chal¬ 
lenges is that the word rape 
conjures a mental image of a 
stranger jumping out of bushes. 
Sure, that happens. But most 
sexual assault happens among 
acquaintances. We flinch at the 
truth that most rapists are less like¬ 
ly to point a gun than to proffer 
a plastic cup of booze, that they 
charm and kiss before they men¬ 
ace. That’s why men must be a 
part of these discussions, for it’s a 
failing of all society that men like 
Frank are unaware that they are 
rapists. 

I’ll encourage my (college-age) 
kids to read “Missoula.” And we 
need to have more open conver¬ 
sations among young men and 
women alike about the genuine 
risks of false accusations - but 
also about the far more common 
injustice of lax legal and social 
mores that allow predators get 
away with rape after rape. It’s 
time to stop flinching.

Taco Bell, Pizza Hut: 
Artificial ingredients 
are getting the boot

NEW YORK (AP) — Taco Bell 
and Pizza Hut say they're 
getting rid of artificial colors 
and flavors, making them 
the latest big food compa¬ 
nies scrambling to distance 
themselves from ingredi¬ 
ents people might find un¬ 
appetizing. 

Instead of "black pepper 
flavor," for instance. Taco 
Bell will start using actual 
black pepper in its sea¬ 
soned beef, says Liz Mat¬ 
thews, the chain’s chief 
food innovation officer. 

The Mexican-style chain 
also says the artificial dye 
Yellow No. 6 will be removed 
from its nacho cheese, Blue 
No. 1 will be removed from 
its avocado ranch dressing 
and carmine, a bright pig¬ 
ment, will be removed from 
its red tortilla strips. 
Matthews said some of the 
new recipes are being test¬ 
ed in select markets and 
should be in stores nation¬ 
ally by the end of the year. 
The country's biggest food 
makers are facing pressure 
from smaller rivals that po¬ 
sition themselves as more 
wholesome alternatives. 
Chipotle in particular has 
found success in marketing 
itself as an antidote to tra¬ 
ditional fast food. In April, 
Chipotle announced it had 
removed genetically modi¬ 
fied organisms from its food, 
even though the Food and 
Drug Administration says 
GMOs are safe. 

Critics say the purging of 
chemicals is a response to 
unfounded fears over in¬ 
gredients, but companies 
are nevertheless rushing to 
ensure their recipes don't 
become disadvantages. In 
recent months, restaurant 
chains including Panera, 
McDonald's and Subway 
have said they’re switch¬ 
ing recipes for one or more 
products to use ingredients 
people can more easily 
recognize. 

John Coupland, a profes¬ 
sor of food science at Penn 
State University, said com¬ 
panies are realizing some 
ingredients may not be 
worth the potential harm 
they might cause to their 
images, given changing at¬ 
titudes about additives. □

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Scientists warn plant knowledge lost as botany studies drop

MOUNT IDA, Arkansas (AP) 
— Scientists are warning 
that the plant world could 
become a virtual mystery 
in the coming decades as 
college students increas¬ 
ingly shy away from study¬ 
ing botany and universities 
across the U.S. shutter their 
long-standing collections 
of plant species. 

Since 1988, the number of 
research universities offer¬ 
ing botany degrees has 
dropped by half, accord¬ 
ing to National Science 
Foundation research fund¬ 


ing statistics. The National 
Center for Education Statis¬ 
tics reports that fewer than 
400 undergraduate, gradu¬ 
ate and doctoral botany 
degrees were awarded in 
2012. Educators say that's 
because students are be¬ 
ing pushed into more mod¬ 
ern, technology-related 
majors. 

Botanists fear that will lead 
to a shortage of people 
able to teach about, iden¬ 
tify and use plants, which 
could harm conservation 
efforts and even the ability 
to develop alternate fuels 
and important medicines.

At the same time, universi¬ 
ties and states facing bud¬ 
get cuts are closing herbar¬ 
ia, or collections of plant 
species that botanists can 
reference or use for genet¬ 
ic material. “We aren't go¬ 
ing to understand what we 
have in the world. By some 


estimates, only 20 percent 
of the (plant and animal) 
species in the world have 
been identified,” said Joe 
Miller, a program officer at 
the National Science Foun¬ 
dation’s Division of Environ¬ 
mental Biology. 

Researchers acknowledge 


the bulky collections of 
plant specimens that are 
mounted, dried, dated 
and tagged with pivotal 
information can be hard 
to maintain. They require 
temperature and moisture 
control and space for the 
preparation process.□

NEW YORK (AP) — Sen. 
Mitch McConnell, the Sen¬ 
ate majority leader, is work¬ 
ing on a memoir. 

The Kentucky Republican 
told The Associated Press on 
Tuesday that he planned to 
tell both his personal story, 
including overcoming polio 
as a child in Alabama, and 
the story of his long career 
in public life. 

“It’s hard for me to believe 
it’s been four decades in 
politics," McConnell, 73, 
said during a telephone 
interview, adding that the 
book “gives you an oppor¬ 
tunity to convey the lessons 
you’ve learned over the 
years.” 

Known as one of Washing¬ 
ton’s savviest politicians, 
McConnell has given his 
book the working title, “The 
Long Game,” a reference 
to his ability to prevail as 
a legislator and as a po¬ 
litical candidate. He was 
first elected to the Senate 


in 1984 and has withstood 
various challenges, includ¬ 
ing a tough primary against 
conservative businessman 
Matt Bevin in 2014. 

Asked if he would write 


about some of his political 
rivals, from President Barack 
Obama to his Democratic 
counterpart in the Senate, 
Minority Leader Harry Reid 
of Nevada, McConnell said 


the book would be a “can¬ 
did assessment of the peo¬ 
ple I've worked with and 
negotiated with and some 
of the challenges and op¬ 
portunities we’ve had over 


some 30 years in the Sen¬ 
ate.” 

Talks with publishers are ex¬ 
pected to take place over 
the summer, and McCon¬ 
nell does not yet have a re¬ 
lease date in mind. He will 
be represented by Wash¬ 
ington attorney Robert Bar¬ 
nett, whose clients have 
included Obama and such 
Republicans as former Pres¬ 
ident George W. Bush and 
former Vice President Dick 
Cheney. McConnell said 
he will have assistance on 
the book, which he has be¬ 
gun, and that one reason 
he’s waited this long has 
been the relentless pace 
of being Senate minority 
leader from 2007-2015 and 
now majority leader af¬ 
ter Republicans regained 
power in the Senate in the 
2014 elections. “This job I’ve 
had in the past eight years 
is like standing in front of a 
fire hose; it just keeps com¬ 
ing at you," he said. “You 
tend not to have a lot of 
time for reflection. ”□

NEW YORK (AP) — Most 
theater professionals like to 
say that whatever they're 
working on is very relevant 
to what’s going on in the 
real world. That was not 
possibly more true than in 
Baltimore this spring. 

The city’s flagship theater. 
Center Stage, debuted a 
musical about reggae icon 
and civil rights activist Bob 
Marley during the city’s 
spasm of violence and 
peaceful protests following 
the death of Freddie Gray 
in police custody. 

Several preview perfor¬ 
mances for the musical 
“Marley” were lost amid 
protests marching near the 
theater and the actors had 
to rush to finish rehearsals 
early on several evenings 
to accommodate a city¬ 
wide curfew. 

There were soldiers, horses 
and armored vehicles in 
the streets and helicopters 
in the air as the cast and 
crew tried to finish a work 
that highlighted the life of 
a singer who demanded 


social justice and freedom 
for black people. 

A new framing scene was 
added to the play in which 
two black men watch 
footage of the Baltimore 
protests on a smartphone, 
making the connection be¬ 


tween the two movements 
clear. On May 2, the cast 
went out into the streets to 
give a free concert, includ¬ 
ing singing “One Love” to 
try to heal the city. 

“When real life is happen¬ 
ing around you and you're 


trying to produce art, you 
have to submit to real 
life and have faith,” said 
Kwame Kwei-Armah, Cen¬ 
ter Stage’s artistic director 
who also wrote and direct¬ 
ed the Marley musical. 

“I'm not sure in my life fhaf 


I'll ever feel fhaf connect¬ 
ed or ever feel that blessed 
or ever feel that visceral 
call that theater is about 
the here and now.” 

The musical focuses on 
the years 1975 to 1978, 
when Marley survived an 
attempted assassination 
in Jamaica and went into 
exile in London. It's the first 
time a stage musical has 
used both Marley’s songs 
and his life story. 

The musical features mid- 
'70s Marley albums as 
“Exodus,” "Kaya,” and 
“Rastaman Vibration,” 
which include the songs 
“Jamming,” "Three Little 
Birds” and “Roots, Rock, 
Reggae.” Mitchell Brunings 
portrays the title character. 
Kwei-Armah played Mar- 
ley's song “Burnin' and 
Lootin'” on his way into 
work on the night of the first 
curfew. The song’s lyrics 
were prescient: This morn¬ 
ing I woke up in a curfew/ 
Oh God, I was a prisoner, 
too/Could not recognize 
the faces standing over 
me/They were all dressed 
in uniforms of brutality.”□

NEW YORK (AP) — Ad exec¬ 
utives looking for a celebri¬ 
ty to endorse their product 
can’t do much better than 
actor Liam Neeson. 

That’s the conclusion of the 
Nielsen company, which 
looked at celebrities who 
made commercials during 
the first three months of the 
year and ranked them with 
a calculation that takes 
into account likability, pub¬ 
lic awareness, influence 
and other factors. Its first 
“N-Scores” were released 
Tuesday. Neeson and 
Pierce Brosnan had identi¬ 
cal scores of 94, although 
Neeson was judged to 
have a greater influence in 
getting products sold. 

By looking at the effective¬ 
ness of celebrity pitchmen, 
the company best known 
for television ratings will 
now compete with Mar¬ 
keting Evaluations Inc., a 


company that produces 
the better-known Q Score, 
a measurement of pub¬ 
lic attitudes toward well- 
known figures. 

Besides attaching scores to 
celebrity endorsers, Nielsen 
intends to offer marketers 
detailed information about 
the personalities and hab¬ 
its of people who respond 


well fo each celebrity so 
they can better match 
pitchmen and products, 
said Chad Dreas, Nielsen’s 
managing director of me¬ 
dia analytics. 

“What do they buy? Where 
do they shop? What do 
they watch?” said Dreas, 
describing the details 
Nielsen intends to sell. □ 
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
